is hereby struck without leave to amend. 

5. THIS COURT ORDERS THAT the portion of paragraph 40 of the Plaintiffs 


Amended Statement of Claim which states: 



“...in fact, the Plaintiffs slate that the Defendants intended to break down 
the spirit of each child and their familial relationships with a view to 
promoting their religious ideals.” 

is hereby struck without leave to amend.
